- House acceptance of sen­ 
ate amendments to Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt’s $500,000,- 
000 economy bill was recom­ 
mended today by the house 
economy committee, follow­ 
ing a meeting with Demo­ 
cratic senate leaders. 
The senate approved the bill last 
night by a vote of 62 to 13 with the 
senate Democrats bound by caucus 
to support it. 
In agreeing to recommend th at 
the house acquiesce in the am end­ 
ments the house committee paved 
t£»e way for quick final action on 
the drastic economy measure. This 
action would avoid the necessity of 
appointing conferees. 
‘All these amendments are purely 
protective/* said Representative Mc­ 
Duffie <D> of Alabama, chairman 
of the House committee. 
“They 
are intended purely to safeguard 
the interests of war veterans and 
federal employes. 
I am sure the 
amendments are acceptable to the 
White House.”

It would repeal all existini 
veterans’ laws and give the Presi 
dent authority to revise pension lists 
and rewrite the basic pension rates. 
It specifically repealed all prcsump- 
tlOTis, heretofore conferred by law, 
barred widows of World War vet­ 
erans from pensions, unless the vet­ 
eran died 01 service-connected dis­ 
ability. and slashed Civil War pen­ 
sions by 10 per cent. 
The President further was em­ 
powered to determine the reduction 
in the cost of living since 1928 and 
apply a like percentage to slashing 
salaries of federal employes. 
He 
merely was held to a maximum slash 
of 15 per cent. The veterans' slash­ 
es were expected to save $375.000.000 
and the salary cuts $125,000,000 a 
year. 
Under the lash of criticism from 
both sides of the chamber the Sen­ 
ate modified a few sections of the 
bill. Its most important change was 
to exempt the pensions of all vet­ 
erans of all wars, disabled in line of 
duty on active service, from the 
economy axe of the President. Mr. 
Roosevelt was prohibited from econ­ 
omizing on this group—the battle- 
scarred veterans—unless he reduces 
the basic rate of pensions. 
O t h er liberalizing amendments 
adopted were: by Dill (D) of Wash­ 
ington, exempting Spanish-Ameri- 
can War veterans over 62 years of

The situation is not without its 
comical aspect, for scores of mem­ 
bers of congress, both old and new, 
came to Washington for the inaug­ 
uration with their pockets bulging 
with economic programs of their 
own.
